Asking for blood may sound like 
an extreme way to get a community 
involved in a philanthropic project, 
but it is practically the only way the 
Blood Bank of San Bernardino and 
Riverside counties can keep up its 
supply. 

Mobile blood drawing facilities 
haven’t been established in Upland, 
Cucamonga or Montclair, but the 
Blood Bank is hoping to establish a 
regular drawing center for these 
areas. 

According to Dorothy Mulford, 
representative for the Blood Bank, 
“increasing our supply of blood and 
donors is vital. We are looking 
towards Montclair to set up a 
mobile unit; however, we haven't 
been contacted by any civic group to 
sponsor us.”’ 

Mulford noted that all a civic 
group has to do is supply the 
facilities for the Blood Bank to use. 
The bank will supply beds, screening 
facilities, and refreshments fo 
donors. . 

She also indicated that any civic 
organization that might be 
interested ‘in sponsoring a blood 
drive to help out their organization 
or any member of it, should call 
(714) 885-6503. 

The advantages of giving blood 
are many, and especially if the 
donors consider that by giving blood 
they not only help someone out in 


the immediate future, but also help 


out their families as well. 

The blood bank supplies 32 
hospitals in the San Bernardino- 
Riverside counties with 4,000 pints 
of blood a month. To replenish that 
supply it takes 150 pints per day. 
“We can’t wait for people to walk in 
and donate,” said Mulford. ‘‘We 
have to be in contact with all our 
donors and remind them to donate.” 

Despite the fact that persons can 
donate only five times a year, it 
hasn’t been too difficult for the 
Blood Bank to keep up its supply of

Upland High School has been com- 
mended for its dedicated teachers 
and student pride in the school and 
has been encouraged to hire ad- 
ditional minority teachers, accor- 
ding to a preliminary report by an 
accreditation committee of the 
Western Association of Schools and 
Colleges (WASC). 

The committee, which visited the 
school in late March, has submitted 
its preliminary report to the WASC 
accreditation commission, which 
will determine the number of years 
until the next accreditation review. 

The visiting committee made 
Several major commendations and 
recommendations after completing 
the three-day visit and studying the 
School's written report. 

Commendations and recommen- 
dations were also formulated for 
each department on campus. 

The administration and staff will 
evaluate the recommendations and 
seek ways to implement them 
before the next accreditation ses- 
Sion (which is expected 3-5 years 
from now). 

Commendations 

Major commendations include: 

— The dedication and excellent 
preparation of teachers. 

— The pride and positive attitude 
Students show toward the school. 

— The district's ‘‘extensive ancl 
thorough’’ needs assessment, which 
provides information on educational 
needs. 

— The establishment of a ‘“‘sound’’ 
counselor-student ratio. 

— The provision of an ‘‘attractive, 
well equipped, adequately staffed” 
career center. 

— The “excellent performance”’ 
of seniors on the English section of 
the Scholastic Aptitude Test. 

— The ‘‘wide variety’’ of art ex- 
Pperiences available to students 
through the art department. 

— The high morale of the math 
department. 

Recommendations 

Recommendations range from 
hiring more minority teachers to 
developing coeducation physical 
education courses. Major 
recommendations include: 

— Making ‘‘Significant efforts’’ to 
hire minority teachers so that 


Mexican-American students will 
have ‘‘successful images”’ to follow. 

— Investigating the possibilities 
of students, teachers and ad- 
ministrators working together to 
eliminate “isolation of minority and 
other groups’’ on campus. 

— Considering establishment of a 
competency-based curriculums and 
evaluation of student achievement 
in all courses. 

— Evaluating the structure and 
Status of the driver instruction 
program. 

— Investigating adoption of a 
grammar-composition textbook 
Series to provide continuity in stu- 
dent learning. 

— Developing a ‘‘unified’’ course 
of study for coeducational physical 
education. 

— Restructuring or expanding the 
present trainer-security personnel 
to adequately cover both boys’ and 
girls’ facilities. 

— Encouraging activites which 
will promote greater participation 
of students and teachers in student 
government. 

The school was also advised to 
develop a schoolwide policy in 
writing and spelling to be used by in- 
Structors in all subject areas. 

Department reports 

In making departmental 
recommendations the visiting com- 
mittee considered the present 
Organization of each department 
and also departmental forecasts in- 
dicating future plans. 

Special education teachers were 
commended for individualizing 
programs in reading and 
mathematics as well as for con- 
stantly reviewing each student’s 
progress. 

The committee recommended the 
school form a special education 
department to include learning dis- 
ability group, educable mentally 
retarded, and mentally gifted minor 
students. 


The ‘‘well equipped’’ career 
center was commended. The report 
also commended work experience 
coordinators for developing goals 
and objectives. 

Recommendations included infor- 
ming teachers of student work ex- 
perience and occupational course

blood. More than 100,000 people in 
the county are registered donors 
with the Blood Bank, but this isn’t 
enough to keep up with the common 
types of blood needed. 

“Tt is easier to keep up rare blood 
types than more common types,” 
said Mulford, ‘‘because those types 
are less used. We store enough but 
blood is good for only 21 days.” 

Motivation for donating blood is 
also a strange factor. 

“Motivation for donating blood is 
kids,” noted Mulford. ‘‘People read 
something about a child needing 10 
pints of blood and become motivated 
inside them to give blood to help the 
child or to protect their family 
should anything happen to them.” 

The Blood Bank offers three types 
of donating plans. The Blood 
Protection Plan protects a family if 
only one unit. of blood is given. One 
unit of blood insures that the need 
for whole blood or red blood cells

will be met by the blood bank for one 
full year from the date of the dona- 
tion. 


This coverage includes the donor, 
his or her spouse, and dependent 
children under 18 years old. The 
plan is good anywhere in the United 
States, and is effective immediately 
upon receipt of the donor application 
form. 


The premium donation must be 
made at the Blood Bank of San 
Bernardino and Riverside Counties 


or at one of the mobile drives. 
Credits for previous donations may 
not be used for enrollment. 
Coverage must be requested at the 
time of the blood donation. 


Known cases of hemophilia, blood 
disease, cancer, or probable open 
heart or blood vessel surgery will 


‘not be covered under the blood 
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assignments and progress. 

The student service center coor- 
dinator was commended for 
assisting students, ‘‘particularly 
those of Mexican-American 
heritage.’’ The committee 
recommended the center continue 
to work with instructional and 
guidance departments in assisting 
Students. 

The library was commended for 
efforts to provide ‘‘a diversified 
and updated”’ book collection and a 
““meaningful” audio-visual collec- 
tion. 


The committee recommendations 
included increased security to pre- 
vent loss of books and an increased 
budget to purchase and replace 
books. 


Guidance 

The guidance department was 
commended for establishing a 
“‘sound”’ counselor-student ratio and 
was encouraged to increase com- 
munication with administrators, 
staff, teachers and the community. 

The committee commended the 
School nurse for ‘‘dedication and 
concern”’ for the needs of students 
and recommended the first aid room 
be changed so that it is accessible in 
an emergency and to provide 
wheelchair access. 


The classified staff was com- 
mended for ‘‘loyalty and 
dedication’’ to the school. The 
visiting committee recommended a 
number of maintenance items for 
the school to consider. 

The “‘full and varied’’ program of 
Student activities and the ‘‘pride and 
Positive attitude’’ of students were 
commended as well as development 
of girls’ athletics and expansion of 
Student representation at school and 
district level. 

Recommendations included en- 
couraging greater participation of 
students and teachers in student 
government and encouraging 
minority students to take a greater 
part in activities. 

The report also recommended an 
in-depth study of communication 
between the administration and the 
Student body and a continuing study 
of athletic opportunities for girls 
and boys.

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County judges ask supervisors 


for West End justice expansion 


By PETER WONG 


County supervisors heard 
firsthand Tuesday from judges and 
other officials on the need for more 
courtrooms and office space at 
county law and justice facilities in 
Ontario. 


The supervisors were also told 
that a fourth Superior Court 
judgeship, as well as a Juvenile 
Court and a juvenile detention facili- 
ty, ought to be established for the 
West Valley. 


The supervisors visited the com- 
plex at Mountain Avenue and Sixth 
Street as part of a day-long tour of 
county facilities in the West End. 


The stop was considered by Super- 
visors’ Chairman Robert O. Town- 
send of Chino as the most important 
one because expansion of the com- 
plex is expected to be the county’s 
next major public works project in 
the West End. 

Judges and other officials told the 
supervisors of the following specific 
needs: 

— That more office space would 
be required for the departments 
which are part of the county’s Law 


Tri-communities incorporation 


group given petition extension 


More time has been allowed the 
Tri-Communities Incorporation 
Committee (TCIC) to collect 
signatures on petitions asking an 
election be held on the question of 
incorporating Alta Loma, 
Cucamonga and Etiwanda into a 
single city, so that the election can 
be held Nov. 8. 

TCIC members had reluctantly 
admitted the election might have to 
be postponed until March or June of 
next year because of an error on the 
petitions. 

It was discovered a decimal point 
was in the wrong place in quoting 
the tax rate for the new city. On one 
page of the petition it was listed 
correctly at 36.67 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, however on 
another page it was listed as 3.667 
cents per $100 assessed valuation. 

The error caused about 1,800 
signatures to be invalidated that had 
taken TCIC about two months to 
collect. 

The board of supervisors has 
determined that July 11 is the last 
day that petitions can be turned into 
the registrar of voters for 
certification and a hearing before 


the board be set for July 18. 

Since the news of the error, a 
renewed effort was made by the 
committee that has resulted in over 
3,000 signatures being gathered as of 
today. Marge Stamm, chairwoman 
for the petitions subcommittee, 
reported that only 2,900 signatures 
are needed, but she is allowing 
about a 20 per cent error factor. She 
would ideally like to have 3,500 
signatures ‘‘to be comfortable.” 

The supervisors’ hearing on July 
18 will be to set an action hearing for 


Aug. 8. The registrar of voters has 
determined that Aug. 11 is the final 
day to take action to allow enough 
time to set up the election in 
November. 


Although the supervisors have set 
July 11 as the cutoff for submitting 
the petitions, Mrs. Stamm said her 
group would be aiming for July 5 as 
a cutoff date. She wants to allow the 
registrar of voters two weeks to 
verify all the signatures and doesn’t 
feel the one week allowed by the 
supervisors is sufficient.

and Justice Agency, particularly the 
Sheriff's office and the district at- 
torney’s office, as workloads in- 
crease in proportion with the West 
End’s growing population. 


— That the jail operated by the 
Sheriff's office must be expanded. 

— That additional courtrooms and 
Office space must be provided for 
West Valley municipal and superior 
courts. 


— That in line with such expan- 
sion, a fourth Superior Court, a 
Juvenile Court and a juvenile deten- 
tion facility should be established as 
soon as possible to handle the West 
End’s urgent needs, even if they 
must be housed in temporary 
quarters. 


The supervisors have set aside 
nearly $4.4 million of the county’s 
Share of federal revenue-sharing 
funds for remodeling and construc- 
tion at the Ontario law and justice 
complex. 


Although the supervisors didn’t 
commit themselves publicly Tues- 
day, they could end up spending 
more if they decide the West End’s 
need for expanded facilities is 
greater than it is elsewhere in the 
county. 


The tour was part of their 


preparation for budget hearings in 
connection with the county’s capital 
improvement program. Townsend 
said he believes it was the first time 
the supervisors as a group have 
made such a tour in the West End. 

Most of the judges’ comments 
Tuesday focused on what they said 
was the urgent need for a Juvenile 
Court and juvenile detention facility 
within the Ontario complex. 

Townsend, who along with Super- 
visor Joseph Kamansky has ad- 
vocated such facilities in the West 
End, said afterward he was 
‘delighted’ to hear the judges’ 
strong support — and that the other 
county supervisors could hear that 
directly. 

They told the supervisors that 
such facilities ought to be provided 
for on a temporary basis until per- 
manent buildings can be constructed 
by 1980 or 1981. 

On the need for such facilities in 
Ontario, Municipal Court Judge 
David C. Merriam said, ‘‘I question 
how much sense it makes to take all 
of our juvenile problems to San Ber- 
nardino.”’ 

“Tt just makes eminently good 
sense to bring the courts to the 
people,’’ Superior Court Judge 
Kenneth G. Ziebarth Jr. said in 
reference to the increasing number 
of juvenile cases from the West 
End, about one-third of the county’s 
total.

Superior Court Judge Richard C. 
Garner added his support, saying 4 
Juvenile Court must be specially 
designed because of the nature of 
juvenile cases. 

Ziebarth said later the courtroom 
itself can be smaller than normal, 
since most juvenile cases are handl- 
ed privately, but that a large 
waiting area is necessary for youths 
and parents. 

Henry M. Busch, Superior Court 
presiding judge and administrative 
chief, agreed with his colleagues 
about the desirability of juvenile 
justice facilities in the Ontario com- 
plex. 

But Busch differed as to the 
priority a Juvenile Court should get, 
saying a fourth Superior Court was 
more urgently needed in the West 
End. 

The judges didn’t disagree with 
that point. ‘‘We can’t wait until 1980 
for a fourth department of the 
Superior Court — we need it now,”’ 
Judge Garner said. (Of the county’s 
16 Superior Court judges, three are 
assigned to the West Valley.) 

Although he termed the im- 
mediate prospects for juvenile 
justice facilities in the West End ‘‘- 
questionable,’’ Busch said he felt a 
Juvenile Court — which could also 
serve as a Superior~ Court — could 
be accommodated in temporary 
quarters in what are now the county 
health department offices in On- 
tario.

Only housewives? 


Dear Anita, 

I am the mother of three 
children under 5. 
successfully held a 
demanding job as a medical 
technician — and some day 
I'll go back. But I don't 
think any job is as 
rewarding as raising 
children. My problem is 
getting anyone to agree 
with me — including my 
husband. Why should 
women put themselves 
down as ‘‘only housewives” 
and men refuse to realize 
how important this role is?

Did you ever look at some 
of your children’s textbook 
images of mother? She’s 
always calm and happy and 
comforting. She seems to do 
little but creative cooking 
And she’s the same on 
television. 

Mothers recognize the 
sham in this persistent 
portrayal. With three small 
children, a great deal of 
organizational ability is 
needed to keep a household 
working marginally well — 
and staving off chaos. The 
housewife must juggle the 
demands of children, 
husband, cooking, shopping, 
laundry, entertaining, 
bookkeeping, cleaning and

give any extra time to the 
community as an unpaid 
volunteer — or go to work to 
help support the family. 

It is a great disservice to 
women and to men to 
portray mothers as leisure - 
oriented people when 
raising children to become 
mature adults is se 
demanding. Women often 
carry this burden alone and 
without compensatory 
status and credit — let 
alone income. 

It is also a disservice to 
children. Boys and girls are 
still growing up with the 
selfish notion that mother’s 
sole purpose is to serve the 
family and rarely to 
develop her own interests. 
Although girls will spend 
only one-third of their adult 
years raising children, few 
are preparing for satisfying 
careers. Boys are not 
taught the skills and 
character traits to make 
them adequate and 
responsible fathers — nor 
how to handle that role in 
addition to another 
occupation.

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Protein at breakfast 


By Helen Eza 

Breakfast is and should 
your most important meal 
of the day. When your 
breakfast is right, your day 
is right. 

Why is this true? 

The digestion of the food 
from the night before has 
been thoroughly completed 
and what you eat for 
breakfast in the morning 
has to hold you four to six 
hours or until lunchtime. 

A good and complete 
breakfast determines how 
readily your body can 
produce energy that day. 
Energy as we know it (how 
vou think, feel and act) is 
produced largely by a high 
protein breakfast 

Why is protein so impor- 
tant? Remember, the struc- 
ture of your body is com- 
posed, mostly of protein 
Proteins are long, complex 


organic molecules made up 
of amino acids. There are 22 
basic amino acids of which 
eight are essential. Tests 
have proven that you need 
20-25 grams of protein per 
meal in order to function at 
optimum. To reach this 
Some people need more per 
meal. 

When you eat high protein 
foods your digestive 
processes break down the 
proteins into amino acids. 
They pass into your blood 
stream and the cells select 
the amino acids they need 
and use them in reconstruc- 
ting body tissue. Many 
aren't necessary right away 
can be temporarily stored 
in the liver. Therefore, the 
breakfast which produces 
the best results is high in 
protein 

Try starting your day 
with eggs. You can’t buy a 


better protein source than 
the lowly hen’s eggs. Tehre 
are a full 12 grams of useful 
protein in every two eggs. 
In addition, they contain 
large amounts of vitamin A, 
B-complex, D. E and K, and 
they also provide iron, 
copper, sulphur, 
Magnesium, phosphorus, 
potassium and other trace 
minerals. 

Your high protein 
breakfast could consist of 
the following: 

— Two eggs (scrambled, 
omelet, etc), 12 grams of 
protein, 158 calories. 

— One three ounce ham- 
burger patty, 17.7 grams 
protein, 141 calories. 

— One six ounce glass of 
whole milk, 6.3 grams of 
protein, 120 calories. 

The totals are 36 grams of 
protein and 419 calories. 

With all three meals you 


could eaily maintain 1,200 - 
1,500 cae day if you 
are very Calorle conscious. 
You will find calories will 
be secondary in your worry 
when you start making sure 
your protein intake is op- 
timum. 

If you enjoy eating, how 
about a cheese omelet with 
fruit or fruit juice. Natural- 
ly you can poach, cook or 
scramble the eggs. For a 
Sunday meal, a day-off or 
on holidays, fix your eggs 
with some meat and have 
mixed fruit with seeds and 
nuts — truly delicious and 
nourishing. 

Try a good breakfast for 
awhile and see if you don't 
start feeling better. The 
kids will get more out of 
school and maybe they will 
be less disruptive. 
Breakfast skippers rob 
themselves of alertness and 


efficiency 

If you are pinched for 
time in the morning don’t 
be a breakfast skipper. Get 
the blender out, put some 
whole milk, protein powder 
and an egg into it, add a lit- 
tle lecithin, some wheat 
germ oil and mix. You will 
have a nutritious breakfast 
as fast as a cup of coffee 
and no let down after an 
hour or so. Don’t be fooled 
by prepared cereals which 
are largely starch and 
Sugar — very little 
nutrients and proteins. 
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Unchecked protein 
deficiency can cause weight 
loss, stunted growth, 
fatigue and anemia. It can 
lower resistance to infec- 
tion or healing of wounds, 
make convalescence and 
recovery periods longer and 
drawn out. Don’t wait until 
sickness strikes and you are 
flat on your back. The facts 
are that the best time to 
boost protein intake and 
build up your reserves are 
now and every day 

Be more ‘“‘protein’’ con- 
Scious than ‘‘calorie’’ con- 


scious. Intake protein 
throughout the day, 
although a high protein 
breakfast is important if 
you are to stay youthful. 
Your well being and the 
level of efficiency during 
the hours after meals de- 
pend upon the maount of 
protein eaten.

Pill doesn’t cause a deficiency 


SACRAMENTO = 
Despite some advertising 
promotions some women 
who take oral 
contraceptives do not need 
more of certain foods to get 
enough folic acid and iron, 
according to a University of 
California expert. 

‘“‘Healthy women of 
childbearing age, 
particularly pregnant 
women, need to have 
sufficient folic acid and 


iron,” said Janet C. King, 
assistant professor of 
nutrition at the University 
of California at. Berkeley. 
“But those who are taking 
oral contraceptives don’t 
have any particular extra 
need for these nutrients.” 
She cautioned that women 
who already have marginal 
folic acid status could 
develop folic acid 
deficiency anemia with the 
use of oral contraceptives. 


Folic acid is one of the B 
vitamins. King said the 
symptoms are the same for 
both folic acid deficiency 
anemia and iron deficiency 
anemia. 

“Orange juice is an 
excellent source of folic 
acid, but such sources are 
needed by everybody, not 
just women on the pill,” she 
said. ‘‘Whole oranges are 
better than orange juice, 
and I would recommend all 


kinds of citrus fruits.” 

King advocates a 
balanced diet including two 
daily servings of milk 
products, two servings each 
of animal and vegetable 
protein, breads and other 
cereal foods, vitamin C 
fruits and dark green 
vegetables. 

As sources of both folic 
acid and iron, she 
recommends legumes and 
nuts, meat.

Restaurateurs say fish 
consumption is increasing 


in many of their 
establishments in the 
United States. 

Ferg Jansen, who 


operates restaurants in 
several states, notes a 15 
per cent increase in fish 
consumption in the past 
year alone. He attributes 
the change to a wish for 
greater variety. ‘‘In places 
like Ohio, where fish had 
done poorly, we sell all the 
fresh fish we can 
purchase.” 


Don Roth of Chicago put 
his restaurant’s increase at 
30 per cent above last year. 


In Doylestown, Pa., 
Walter Conti said his menu 
had 60 to 70 per cent meat 
dishes 10 years ago. ‘Today 
it is the reverse. We have 
changed to meet the 
demand. Begéuse it is 
easier to prepare meat in 
the home, the head of the 
household is saturated with 
beef. When he goes out, he 
is now ordering fish; if he 
can’t get it, he’ll order 
meat.” 

Industry-wide, a report 
that tracks the dining out 
habits of 10,000 Arnerican 
families said fish 
consumption rose from six 
per cent in the fall of 1975 to 
nine per cent one year later.

The Ottawa expert is 
Michele Daignault, 
manager and senior home 
economist for the Canadian 
Government Fisheries Edu- 
cation and Promotion 
Program. She recommends 
cooking fish at 450 degrees 
Fahrenheit for a short time 
to keep it moist and 
flavorful. 

To determine cooking 
time, measure the fish

You're a consumer and you have a gripe about a 
product or a service. Where do you go — to a highly visi- 
ble consumer advocate in one of the media or to the 
amorphous State Department of Consumer Affairs 
(DCA)? 

Most likely, you opt for the route that’s visible. 

One of the reasons the DCA, the consumer’s own 
governmental agency, is not visible, say three students 
in public policy studies at Claremont Graduate School 
(CGS), is that it has 38 autonomous regulatory boards, 
put together piecemeal fasihon since the 1890s. 

In a year - long study, the students conclude that 
California should overhaul the DCA into a centralized 
regulatory structure that would use the best of modern 
management techniques. 

The student team, comprised of Winn Dean, Claire 
Schwartz and Roxanne Wilson, recommends gradually 
abolishing all 38 licensing and examining boards within 
the department and giving equal status to five divisions: 
enforcement, administration, licensing/examining, in- 
vestigation and consumer services. 

Eliminating the boards would increase the number of 
divisions from three to five, adding licensing/examining 
and enforcement. In essence, the division of licensing 
and examining would assume the role the boards now 
play, with the division chief using consultants in prepar- 
ing examinations and in determining license fees. 

While recent legislation (the Gregorio Bill) makes 
mandatory the appointment of a majority of public 
representatives on most boards (to enhance consumer 
representation), the team feels this is not the complete 
answer to providing more efficient and effective con- 
sumer protection. 

In the process of phasing out the regulatory boards, the 
report calis for the legislature to decide whether the

I believe we will. The 
warning lights are now

The auditor’s report 
shows further that WIN 
costs in California exceeded 
related savings in welfare 
expenditures by almost $16 
million. In spite of this, the 
California WIN ad- 
ministrator issued a glow- 
ing statement on their 
‘successes.’ True, they 
surpassed the federally set 
goals for California and 
temporarily reduced 
welfare expenditures by 
placing a relative handful of 
recipients in ‘‘permanent”’ 
jobs ... but we have already 
seen at what cost. It would 
have been simpler just to 
give the participants this 
money outright rather than 
line with governbment 
paychecks the pockets of 
misguided visioneries who 
run these programs. 

In any case, in California 
this program has achieved 
little with the $54 million, 
and California is supposed 
to have the second most 
“successful”? WIN program 
in the nation. 

But would, if it were only 
true, my frineds, that cost 
and waste were our only 
concerns with such 
governmental experiments 
We must keep in mind that 
the social engineers are not 
just experimenting with 
money; they are ex- 
perimenting ultimately 
with human beings — that 
means, with you and me 

Again, the WIN program 
provides an appalling exam- 
ple of what can happen 
when the bureaucracy 
Starts tinkering with our 
lives, as bureaucracies 
have been wont to do. They 
inevitably create more, or 
worse, problems than they 
solve — if thev solve any 
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problems at all. Let’s see 
how is proposition bears 
itself out on the case at 
hand: 

First, did the prdgram 
solve any problems? A 
resounding ‘‘no.’’ As in- 
dicated in the report, ‘‘vir- 
tually no net reduction in 
welfare dependency oc- 
curred...’’ Virtually no 
reduction? But this is the 
very purpose of this 
program. 

Second, did it create 
more, or worse, problems 
that it solved? You guessed 
it again. A horrified ‘‘yes.”’ 
It encourages father either 
to abandon their families or 
not to work. 

But don’t take my word 
for it: I quote again: “‘If the 
unemployed father gets a 
job and works...100 hours a 
month or more, his family 
will lose its (welfare) 
eligibility. (This) provided 
a disincentive’ for 
many...because their 
families receive more from 
welfare than from low- 
paying jobs. Also, 
many...who...work leave 
home so their families may 
continue to receive 
welfare...” 

This is just not 
hypothetical, tor the report 
clearly documents, ‘That 
six per cent of the fathers 
leave home within three 
months and that many 
never return.’’ And for this, 
I repeat, you and I are 
footing the bill. 

Who wins? Not the WIN 


recipients. I think we should 
call this program “LOSE.”

Legislation (AB-469) to 
speed-up acquisition of

ORDINANCE NO. 1145 
INTERIM URGENCY ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF UPLAND, 
CALIFORNIA, CONTROLLING THE RATE OF 

NEW RESIDENTIAL BUILDING DEVELOPMENT IN THE CITY 
.The City Council of the City of Upland, California, does hereby ordain as 
follows: 

SECTION 1. PURPOSE AND AUTHORITY 

A. Findings 

The City Council finds that 

(1) The City of Upland has heretofore established that the sewage 
effluent generated by the City of Upland and other surrounding com- 
munities immediately threatens to exceed the effluent limitation for 
Regional Plant No. 1 determined to be safe by the California Regional 
Water Quality Control Board of the Santa Ana Region; and that uncon- 
trolled growth in the City together with unmanaged growth in surrounding 
comrnunities would increase the effluent flow to the extent that the effluent 
generated by new development would exceed the safe amount of effluent 
delivered to Regional Plant No. 1 

(2) The City of Upland has, for the purpose of complying with an 
allocation plan agreed to by the communities contributing sewage to 
Regional Plant No 1, enacted a resolution implementing a sewage capacity 
allocation plan which contemplates and requires a managed growth pian to 
the end that the allocations shall not be exceeded. 

(3) The City of Upland is experiencing a rapid population growth and 
the resultant residential development which has occurred in a widely dis- 
persed pattern of development has overburdened other municipal services, 
Such as the ability of the City to adequately provide water facilities, traffic 
circulation facilities, storm drains, police and fire protection, parks, and a 
balanced community between types of land uses in different parts of the Ci- 
ty. This rapid residential growth may also adversely impact air quality in 
the region, the ambient noise level of the community, the aesthetic nature 
of the City, the basic quality of life, and the basic educational facilities of 
the several school districts serving the community. 

(4) That the City of Upland intends to establish a growth control 
Policy as a part of the Housing Element of its General Plan and to have 
hearings relative to the total Housing Element, and it is in the best interest 
of the citizens of the City of adopt this interim development control or- 
dinance to protect the plan revision and legislative amendment process, to 
prevent the intrusion of incompatible uses into areas that would be subject 
to the revisions and amendments, and to enable and encourage widespread 
citizen involvement in the planning and implementation process 

(5). Continued unrestrained residential growth will seriously impair 
the City’s ability to effectuate the goals and policies of the General Plan 
and will materially adversely affect the health and welfare of the citizens 
of the City 

B. Purpose 

By reason of the findings set forth in Paragraph A, the City has 
developed certain primary goals and objectives, consistent with the 
General Plan, to be implemented by a growth management program 
These primary goals constituting the purpose of this Growth Management 
Ordinance are as follows 

1. Preserve and enhance efficiency of municipal services allowing 
time to provide public facilities adequate to meet the expanding service 
needs 

2. Coordinate growth with needed public improvements 

3. Minimize impacts of constant construction activity adjacent to 
residential neighborhoods. 

4. Maintain and enhance the levels of administrative services 

5. Provide for the gradual development of remaining undeveloped 
areas 

6. Maintain and enhance primary health standards 

Consistent with the goals above, other specific goals of this Growth 
Management Ordinance are as follows: 

a. Provide sufficient opportunity to adequately address issues of 
quality. environmental impacts, and social consequences in the develop- 
ment review process for all residential developments. 

b. Coordinate residential, commercial growth and public im- 
provements (such as arterial roads, parks, etc. ) in order to insure adequate 
Service capabilities at the proper time and locations 

c. Provide for gradual and controlled urbanization of remaining un- 
developed areas in order to minimize potential adverse impacts, which 
would be inconsistent with the goals of the General Plan. 

d. Allow a proper time frame to provide public facilities (such as 
park improvements, meeting facilities, library, water and sewer lines. fire 
‘Stations, etc.) adequate to serve the expanding population 

e. Provide a mechanism that allows school districts the time ele- 
ment required to adequately prepare for increased demands created by a 
growing community 

f. Allow for planning and funding of public improvements and 
utilities commensurate with the community's ability to absorb costs and 
growth-inducing impacts 

&. Provide for needed adjustments in provisions for public safety 
Services, and minimize the deviations in workload for City staff sections 
that serve development activities 

h. Maintain control over City expenditures and prevent over- 
burdening of local revenue sources by avoiding the need for greatly 
accelerated construction of rajor public facilities and improvements 

i. Provide a continuing balance of old and new housing-in order to 
prevent future neighborhood preservation problems and to allow a con- 
tinual range of housing opportunities for Upland residents 

}. Provide opportunities for housing of low and moderate income 
families in the community 

k. Provide adequate safeguards to protect the economic interests 
of the City, local residents, landowners, and commercia! establishments 

C. Authority 
The authority for this Ordinance is derived from the general police 
Power granted to local governments by the State for the purpose of preser- 
ving the public health, safety, and general welfare. More specifically 
authority is derived from the California Government Code, Title 7 (Section 
65000, et seq.) providing for the adoption of local planning. zoning. and 
other land use regulations 
D. Scope 
This interim Ordinance pertains to residential development projects 
only. However, the City shall closely monifor commercial and industrial 
development to insure that balance is maintained among the three types of 
land use’ as required by the General Plan 
SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS 
For the purposes of this Ordinance, the following terms shall have the 
meaning indicated 
Rate of Growth - The maximum number of residential units which shall 
be reviewed during any one period of time 
Competitive Evaluation - The process of comparing the rating scale 
Point totals for projects submitted for consideration in order to determine 
Priority for receiving a monthly review by the Planning Commission, Ad- 
ministrative Committee and/or City Council 
_ Review Board - Administrative committee as the same is defined in 
the Upland Municipal Code 
General Criteria - Certain aspects of residential projects associated 
with growth management, relating primarily to consistency with general 
and specific plans, location of development, environmental and aesthetic 
qualities, social balance and other miscellaneous factors such as the 
developer performance rating, thoroughness and readiness of the project 
and the date the applications are received which are all incorporated into a 
Project rating scale to be adopted by the Council by resolution. The project 
rating scale is used to give point ratings to proposed residential 
developments for future competitive evaluation 
Project Rating Scale or PRS - A measuring device, composed of a 
number of general and specific rating criteria related to the general critera 
defined above used for assigning point ratings to proposed residential pro- 
Jects prior to monthly competitive evaluation of two or more projects. 
Residential Project - Any development project which will result in the 
construction of any new residential dwelling units and which require as a 
condition precedent to the construction the City’s review and approval of 
any division of the land or site plan. This definition shall not include a single 
family residence to be constructed on land requiring no division. 


SECTION 3 ESTABLISHMENT OF RATE OF GROWTH 

A. Criteria for Setting Rate of Growth 

The City Council shall periodically as it deems necessary, after con- 
sidering economic. environmental and other studies relevant to the growth 
Management program. determine the maximum number of dwelling units 
for which land divisions or site plan reviews be given consistent with the 
Purpose and intent of this Ordinance as set forth in Section 1. Said 
Numerical Limit shall be set in accordance with the procedures set forth 
hereafter. The Numerical Limit shall be expressed as the total number of 
dwelling units which may be reviewed during any period of time set at the 
discretion of the Council. These Numerical Limits together with the time in 
which the divisions of land and site plans for the maximum number of 
dwelling units may be reviewed shall be set forth in a resolution to be 
enacted by the Council as it deems appropriate after considering all the 
factors set forth above 

SECTION 4. REVIEW AND PROCESSING PROCEDURES FOR 
RESIDENTIAL DEVELOPMENT 
A. Application for land divisions and site plan review may only be filed 
on the established day of the week; said day will be assigned in advance by 
the City Manager 
B. Application of Point Rating System. All applications for land divi- 
sion and site plan review shall be rated by the review board in pursuance to 
the general and special criteria and points assigned to the same by the City 
Council in pursuance to a resolution which shall be adopted periodically by 
the Council and periodically reviewed not less’ than once each year to en- 
Sure that the rating system remains consistent with the goals and purposes 
of the growth management plan of the City. The point rating system es- 
tablished by the Council shall establish five (5) basic categories which will 
be used in the point rating system and each category shall be assigned a 
maximum total points which will then be divided into sub-categories for 
rating purposes. The five (5) basic categories upon which each of the 
applications will be rated are consistency with general and specific plans, 
location of the development, environmental and aesthetic qualities of the’ 
development, social balance of the development, and miscellaneous con- 
siderations such as the past performance rating of the developer, 
thorqughness and readiness of the project, and the date the applications are 
received. 
C. Once each month the review board shall review and rate each pro- 
ject pursuant to the established point rating system. Each project shall 
receive a priority rating and projects with the highest comparative ratings 
within the monthly allocation limitation shall be forwarded to the ap- 
propriate committee and/or commission for further processing and review 
at the next regular meeting of said committee or commission subject to 
compliance with the requirements and procedures therefor. Any project 
not forwarded for further processing during any calendar month shall be 
reviewed by the review board during the next successive rating period and 
comparatively ranked with applications received during said period. 
i D. Appeal of Ratings. Within five (5) days after the determination of 

’ the review board, the review board shall cause a written notice to be mail- 
ed to the applicant stating the point rating for his residential development 
and the required point rating for the consideration of residential 
deve! ts at the next regular meeting of either said committee or 
Planning Commission. The decision of the administrative committee in 
this respect shall be final unless an appeal to the Planning Commission is 
filed within ten (10) days after the mailing of said written notice. Any per- 
son or body, public or private, aggrieved by such determination may appeal 
the point rating to the Planning Commission. 

Upon receipt of an appeal the matter shall be set for hearing at the next

Planning Co . 
In the event that the decision of the Planning Commission in this respect 
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is unsatisfactory to the person aggrieved by the decision, then such person 
or body, public or private, may file an appeal from such decision to the City 
Council in the same manner and with the same time limitations as are set 
forth for the filing of an appeal with the Planning Commission. 

E. Issuance of Building Permits. Except as otherwise provided in this 
section, no building permits shall be issued for any residential dwelling unit 
which is subject to the provisions of this Ordinance without approval of said 
dwelling units as provided herein, provided however, that nothing in this 
Ordinance shall be deemed or intended to abrogate or annul any prior ap- 
proval lawfully issued and in effect on the date of the effectiveness of this 
Ordinance with respect to an already issued and approved building permit 
or land divisions or site plans which have been already approved prior to 
the adoption of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 5. This Ordinance shall be passed and adopted as an urgency 
measure in pursuance to the City’s police powers in the interest of the 
Public health, safety and welfare, and is necessary for and required to 
protect the public health, safety and welfare of the citizens of Upland for 
the reasons set forth above. This Ordinance shall become effective im- 
mediately upon its adoption. Said Ordinance shall be reviewed annually and 
in conjunction with the review of said sewer allotment resolution for possi- 
ble modifications and amendments and shall in any event be of no further 
force and effect after a period of two (2) years from the date of adoption of 
this Ordinance or until the City Council adopts a final growth control policy 
as a part of the Housing Element of the City’s General Plan, whichever 
event occurs the sooner. 


Te Other Laws, Orders and Ordinances. Nothing in this Or- 
dinance be deemed to affect, annul or abrogate any other laws or or- 
dinances pertaining or applicable to the properties and areas affected by 
this Ordinance which are not inconsistent with the provisions of this Or- 
dinance, nor shall it be deemed to conflict with any State laws, orders or 
requirements affecting such properties or areas. 

SECHON 7. Fees and Charges. The Council for the purpose of financing 
n capital improvements to take care of the development and to com- 
pensate for services provided by the City in connection with the develop- 
ment shall have the authority to enact a resolution setting fees relative to 
development which should be paid prior to the time of the final approval of 
the site plan or recording of the final map on subdivisions. This develop- 
ment fee shall include all the past existing fees and charges relating to the 
development of the numerous public utilities and services and may include 
such new fees as may be required by the City Council from time to time 
The present fees and charges relating to said services and development, in- 
cluding: water and sewer connection charges, water additive charge, con- 
struction permit and grading permit fees, and the assessment charge for 
the development and acquisition of parks, and any said new fees shall be 
combined at the discretion of the Council into one fee in said resolution and 
the resolution shall set forth the fees to be paid and the justification 
therefor 

SECTION 8. Time Limits for Approvals 

A. Expiration of Approvals - Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 
9-2.22, Article 9, Chapter 2 of the Upland Municipal Code, the following 
provisions shall apply for the approval of any land division or site plan sub- 
ject to the provisions of this Ordinance 

The approval of any land division or site plan shall expire not less than 
twelve (12) nor more than eighteen (18) months from the date said land 
division or plan was approved or conditionally approved. 

B. Extension of Approvals - The person filing the tentative map or site 
plan may request an extension of the approval or conditional approval of 
said map or plan by written application to the Planning Department, such 
application to be filed at least sixty (60) days before the approval or con- 
ditional approval is due to expire. The application shall state the reasons 
for requesting the extension, said reasons shall include a statement quan- 
tifying and describing the progress made towards meeting all conditions 
for final approval. If an extension is granted, new conditions may be im- 
posed and existing conditions may be revised. 

C. Time Limit on Extensions - Any extension of tentative map or site 
plan approval or conditional approval shali not exceed a period of six (6) 
months 

D. Effect of Map Modification on Extension - Modification of a ten- 
tative map after approval, or conditional approval. shall not extend the 
time limits imposed by this section. 

SECTION 9. Penalties arid Enforcement. Any person, firm. entity or cor- 
poration who shall be found to be in violation of any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be subject to any and all penalties and civic enforcement 
procedures set forth in the Uplahd Municipal Code 

SECTION 10. Severability. The invalidity of any word. section, clause, 
Paragraph, sentence, part or provision of this Ordinance shall not affect the 
validity of any other part of this Ordinance which can be given effect 
without such invalid part or parts 

SECTION 11. The Mayor shall sign this Ordinance and the City Clerk 
Shall attest thereto and this Ordinance shall be effective immediately as an 
urgency ordinance and the City Clerk shall cause the same to be published 
within fifteen (15) days after its passage at least once in the Upland News, 
a newspaper published and circulated in the City of Upland

ORDINANCE NO. 1141 
URGENCY ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
UPLAND RESTRICTING THE ISSUANCE OF 
BUILDING PERMITS AND AUTHORIZING THE 
FURTHER RESTRICTION OF BUILDING 
PERMITS BY RESOLUTION 

The City Council of the City of Upland does hereby ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. It is hereby found and determined by the City Council that 
the urgency established by the City Council's last urgency ordinance still 
exists and that the California Regional Water Quality Control Board of the 
Santa Ana Region on April 22, 1977, issued its Order No. 77-122 finding that 
the Regional Plant No., 1, which receives effluent from the City of Upland 
and other surrounding communities, exceeded the effluent limitations in 
Several respects as set forth more particularly in Finding No. 2 of the 
Order, and that any increase in the discharge of domestic waste will in- 
crease the violation or likelihood of violation of waste discharge re- 
quirements and further unreasonably impair water quality of the effluent. 

SECTION 2. It has further been determined by this City Council that it is 
imperative to retain the balance of the quantity of effluent and its quality at 
Said Regional Plant No. 1, that the communities contributing to that 
effluent establish a regional plan allocating sewage flow increases from the 
contributors over a period of years. 

The Council further finds that representatives of the agencies 
contributing effluent to Regional Plant No. 1 have, after careful study, 
developed a plan for allocating sewage flow increases among contributing 
agencies for the period commencing on the adoption of this plan and ending 
June 30, 1978. Said plan having been submitted to the Council and is now on 
file with the City Clerk. 

SECTION 3. It is further determined by the City Council that the only 
reasonably feasible plan to control the sewage effluent from this City and 
other communities using the plant is that the Chino Basin Municipal Water 
District shall issue a letter certifying sewage capacity as a prerequisite to 
the issuance of building permits for the improvement generating the said 
effluent to the end that the plant will not be receiving sewage flows which 
cannot be processed to satisfy the Santa Ana Water Quality Control Board 
requirements and that maximum sewage flows will be determined from 
time to time by resolution of the City Council. 

SECTION 4. Section 8000.5 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby add- 
ed to read as follows: 

Section 8000.5 — Restrictions on Issuing New Building Permits 

Notwithstanding any provision in this Code to the contrary, the City 
Council of the City of Upland is hereby authorized to regulate and restrict 
the issuance of building permits for new construction by resolution adopted 
from time to time by this Council. Said resolution shall specify the number, 
time of issuance, uses and other conditions required for the purpose of 
regulating and limiting the flow of effluent from this City, together with 
any reasonable exemptions and conditions. This authorization shall con- 
tinue during the emergency period in which the increase in the City’s 
effluent must be controlled and the emergency period shall continue until 
June 30, 1978, unless otherwise extended by the City Council. 

SECTION 5. This Ordinance is urgently required and urgently necessary 
for the preservation of the public health, safety and general welfare. More 
specifically, without this Ordinance there is an immediate danger of issu- 
ing building permits which would give rise in the future to effluent flows 
which could not be treated adequately to satisfy the standards of the Water 
Quality Control Board. Such flow further is likely to give rise to not only an 
injunction, but civil and monetary remedies against the City. 

SECTION 6. The Mayor shall sign this Ordinance and the City Clerk shall 
attest to the same and this Ordinance shall be effective immediately as an 
urgency ordinance and the City Clerk shall cause the same to be published 
within fifteen (15) days after its passage at least once in the Upland News.

Control Board of the Santa Ana 
Region on April 22, 1977, issued its 
Order No. 77-122 finding that the 
Regional Plant No. 1 which receives 
effluent from the City of Montclair 
and other surrounding 
communities, exceeded the effluent 
limitations in several respects as 
set -forth more particularly in 
Finding No. 2 of the Order, and that 
any increase in the discharge of 
domestic waste will increase the 
violation or likelihood of violation of 
waste discharge requirements and 
further unreasonably impair water 
quality of the effluent. 

SECTION 2. It has further been 
determined by this City Council that 
it is imperative to retain the 
balance of the quantity of effluent 
and its quality at said Regional 
Plant No. 1, that the communities 
contributing to that effluent 
establish a regional plan allocating 
sewage flow increases from the 
contributors over a period of years. 

The Council further finds that 
representatives of the agencies 
contributing effluent to Regional 
Plant No. 1 have, after careful 
study, developed a plan for 
allocating sewage flow increases 
among contributing agencies for the 
period commencing on the adoption 
of this plan and ending June 30, 1978. 
Said plan having been submitted to 
the Council and is now on file with 
the City Clerk. 

SECTION 3. It is further 
determined by the City Council that 
the only reasonably feasible plan to 
control the sewage effluent from 
this City and other communities 
using the plant is that the Chino 
Basin Municipal Water District 
shall issue a letter certifying 
sewage capacity as a prerequisite 
to the issuance of building permits 
for the improvement generating the 
said effluent to the end that the 
plant will not be receiving sewage 
flows which cannot be processed to 
satisfy the Santa,Ana Water Quality 
Control Board requirements and 
that maximum sewage flows will be 
determined from time to time by 
resolution of the City Council. 

SECTION 4. Title 9, Chapter 4, 
Article 23 of the Montclair 
Municipal Code is hereby amended 
by adding Section 9-4.2210, which 
section shall then read as follows: 

Section 9-4.2210 - Restrictions on 
Issuing New Building Permits 

Notwithstanding any provision in 
this Code to the contrary, the City 
Council of the City of Montclair is 
hereby authorized to regulate and 
restrict the issuance of building 
permits for new construction by 
resolution adopted from time to 
time by this Council. Said resolution 
shall specify the number, time of 
issuance, uses and other conditions 
required for the purpose of 
regulating and limiting the flow of 
effluent from this City, together 
with any reasonable exemptions 
and conditions. This authorization 
shall continue during the 
emergency period in which the 
increase in the City’s effluent must 
be controlled and the emergency 
period shall continue until June 30, 
1978, unless otherwise extended by 
the City Council. 

SECTION 5. Publications. The 
City Clerk shall certify to the 
passage of this ordinance and cause 
the same to be published in the 
Montclair Tribune at least once 
within fifteen (15) days after its 

assage.

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Arizona man’s trees could end desert wastelands 


Desert wasteland 
wilderness makes up 20 per 
cent of the world’s total 
iand formation — ap- 
proximately 11 million 
acres where nothing sur- 
vives nature’s torturous 
elements. Lioyd Tupper 
wants to change that. And 
he’s doing it with an amaz- 
ing pine tree that flourishes 
where others barely sur- 
vive. Perhaps in time, 
Tupper’s efforts will even 
help restore Mothér 
Nature’s goodwill toward 
men. 

In the rugged arid climate 
of Sedona, Arizona lies the 
largest tree seedling 
nursery in the southwest 
where some five million 
Mondell Pine seedlings are 
being cultivated exclusively 
by Tupper Tree Farms, Inc. 
with a capacity for 50 
million more annually. 

Tupper Tree Farms’ 
founder and president, 
Lloyd Tupper, bought a 
half-acre tree farm in 1972 
that is revolutionizing the 
forestry industry and has 
become a vehicle for him to 
‘contribute to the beauty of 
life.”” 

An imaginative, modish, 
unconventional en- 
vironmentalist, Tupper ear- 
ly recognized the impor- 
tance of the Mondell Pine — 
its key value being its 
speedy growth rate and un- 
ique ability to adapt to hot 
and dry climates with 
average rainfall of eight in- 
ches a year. ‘It grows 
where other conifers are 
capable of surviving, but it 
grows at a much faster 
rate,’ he says. 

Tests have shown that a 
six-inch seedling attains a 
minimum height of 14 in- 
ches in its first year, 26 in- 
ches in its second and 50 in- 
ches by its third year. 
Because of its rapid growth, 
the Mondell Pine is current- 
ly in landscaping and or- 
namental use, and pulp 
tests indicate that it is ex- 
cellent for certain other 
forest products. 

AS a real estate developer 
in the late ’60s in Northern 
California, Tupper became 
conscious of what he calls 
“the raping of America’’ by 
commercial industry and 
contributed to a Bolinas, 
California environmental 
ecology report now forming 
part of the Golden Gate 
natural seashore. Mindful 
of his concern for en- 
vironmental reconstruction 
and ‘‘a little ahead of my 
time,’ he began coor- 
dinating his efforts with Ex- 
xon. ‘It became my job to 
establish community en- 
vironmental standards in 
the building of new service 
Stations. 

“Could we compensate 
for certain vegetation we 
were taking out by the 
amenities that we could 
add? Could we make a 
small park? Could we 
create something of value 
for the community as well 
as providing a necessary 
service?” This activist pur- 
suit of environmental con- 
sciousness became the 
spirit in Lloyd Tupper’s 


crusade for the ‘‘greening”’ 
of our planet. 

Tupper bought his half- 
acre tree farm from 
Mondell Bennett who ob- 
tained some seeds of the 
pine from a Middle East 
horticulturist in 1960 and 
planted them in test plots. 
As part of the deal, Bennett 
volunteered to stay on the 
farm for five years to con- 
tribute his 40 years ex- 
perience and knowledge, 
but unfortunately died two 
months later. Tupper nam- 
ed his seedling in honor of 
the Arizona forester 

““‘We knew we were doing 
something that has never 
been done before. We lost 
our way many times. We 
learned by failing and we 
failed a lot. But now the 
Mondell is a proven, highly 
successful tree.”’ 

Seeds are taken from a 
Selected clone that is known 
to be very good. Those 
seeds are tested and planted 
in superior methods. After 
one to two years the seedl- 
ing is matured. It’s lifted 
and packed in spagioum 
moss in a dormant state. 
It’s kept under refrigera- 
tion at 34 degrees and 
shipped under refrigeration 
to coincide with the rainy 
season to its final destina- 
tion. It’s put into the ground 
and breaks dormancy and 
begins to grow. 

Now the largest employer 
in Sedona, Arizona, Tupper 
has expanded his farm to 
100 acres to fill the demand 
for the Mondell Pine 
seedlings generated by the 
International Forestry Ser- 
vice, general consumer, 
private business and foreign 
governments. Currently 
Tupper has some 5 million 
seedlings including Mondell 
Pines to be harvested, with 
several million Ponderosa 
Pines contracted for by the 
U.S. Forestry Service and 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
with the remaining 
seedlings to be distributed 
abroad and domestically. 


Morocco has just completed 
planting 200,000 seedlings 
for reforestation and 
reclamation programs. 
“That,” says Tupper with a 
smile, ‘‘is turning the 
desert into a garden — 
which is part of the overall 
plan. 


‘We have a large test go- 
ing on in Mexico right now. 
It’s huge compared to what 
we've been able to establish 
through the bureaucracy of 
the United States govern- 
ment. They listen to us and 
are more than willing to do 
their part. If the Mexico 
test is positive,’’ says 
Tupper ‘‘and I have every 
reason to believe it will be, 
then Mexico will get what 
they want which is forest 
for pulp, paper and timber 
and we get what we want 
which is to grow and sell 
seedlings and participate in 
the greening of our planet.”’ 

With 75 per cent of 
Mondell seedlings going to 
Middle Eastern countries 
and new markets expanding 
in South America, Europe, 


Enhance yard 
by more trees 


The addition of one or 
more trees to the lawn often 
breaks the monotony and 
enhances the overall 
landscape. But, choosing 
the right tree for the loca- 
tion will determine the 
effectiveness of the plan- 
ting. Sensible landscape 
practice dictates the plan- 
ting of trees that will com- 
pliment home and garden 
and not overpower the 
landscape and obscure the 
view of the house. 

A favorite for lawn plan- 
tings is the European White 
Birch. This white barked 
deciduous tree is most 
effectively planted in 
groups of three at four to 
six feet apart, or in the 
same hole if space is 
limited. The pendulous 
branches have a light airy

Also popular are Li- 
quidambers and the St. 
Mary’s Magnolia. Li- 
quidamber selections such 
as ‘Palo Alto’ aré noted for 
their brilliant fall colors 
and pyramidal form. The 
St. Mary’s Magnolia, a 
smaller counterpart of the 
Southern Magnolia, is a top 
choice with deep green 
leaves and rust color un- 
derneath. The blooms are 
larger than those of most 
Southern Magnolias — up to 
ten to twelve inches in 
diameter. 

Once you have decided on 
the kind of tree you would 
like to plant, remember 
that trees and lawn must 
compete for nutrients and 
water. To help establish 
newly planted trees, two 
feet of turf should be 
removed from around the 
base of the trees. This also 
makes it easier to mow the 
lawn around the tree. Slow 
deep watering should 
supplement regular lawn 
watering schedules. The 


_ few inches of water applied 


with lawn sprinklers is not 
adequate for deep tree root 
growth. Be sure to dig the 
hold a foot or so wider than 
the size of the root ball. 
Amend the soil with peat or 
a planting mix before back- 
filling to provide a 
favorable interace for the 
new roots to grow. It also 
helps to loosen the roots to. 
insure their growth into the 
native soil.
